The Friends of NDSS have 
lost their bid for an injunc¬ 
tion against the closure of 
the town’s only high school, 
but that decision, while a 
disappointment, is only the 
first step in the process for a 
judicial review. 

And they are not giving up, 
says Friends member Teresa 
Rive. 

In his ruling, Ontario 
Superior Court Justice 
Ferrier acknowledged a fair 
accommodation review was 
completed. The judge said 
the decision made by 
trustees to close Niagara 
District Secondary School 
was made “in an atmosphere 
of complete procedural fair- 

The school board, he said, 
“fulfilled its responsibilities 
to the community to the full.” 

He also said the closing of 
the school will “impact on 
virtually every aspect of the 
community. It will seriously 
affect the entire community."

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Viola retiring from politics but not from service to community

When Art Viola decided to 
run for council in 1994, he 
not only was successful on 
his first try but earned the 
title of deputy Lord Mayor by 
collecting the most votes. 

He was humble then, and 
remains so despite more 
than 15 years in the lime¬ 
light, with a long list of acco¬ 
lades from both the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake community and 
the Philippines. 

After his first term as 
councillor, Viola ran for Lord 
Mayor and was successful, 
but when challenged by 
Gary Burroughs in 2000, he 
sat out a term on the side¬ 
lines before returning as 
councillor in 2003. 

He has decided it’s time to 
retire from politics—or 
rather, his wife Julie has put 


her foot down and said “no 
more," he admits. 

Julie was visiting the 
Philippines in the fall of 2006 
when Art decided to run 
again, and by the time she 
came home, it was too late to 
stop him, he says, otherwise 
he likely would have retired 
four years ago. 

“This time she stayed 
home to make sure I didn’t 
run,” he says. 

He acknowledges though 
that the time is right for him 
to bow out, although he will 
continue to serve his com¬ 
munity, as he did long before 
he entered politics. 

“I have mixed emotions 
about leaving, but it was not 
really a hard decision for me. 
I was committed to this com¬ 
munity as a volunteer before 
I ran and will continue to 
serve the community." 

Often referred to as the 
“quiet man” and throughout 
his life a tireless volunteer, 
Viola was named Citizen of 
the Year in 1988. During his 
terms of office and while he 
sat out, he was an ambassa¬ 
dor for NOTL and the 
Niagara Region, hosting 
many visitors from abroad. 
This past year alone he says 


he met with more than 100 
tourists to the region, includ¬ 
ing the CNN Beijing bureau 
chief—and that is a pretty 
typical year for him. 

In the past he was called 
on to be part of delegations 
that met the late Filipino 
president Corazon Aquino 
during her visit to Toronto in 
the early 1990s, and 
President Gloria Macapagal 
Arroyo during her Toronto 
visit about three years ago. 

Featured on two Filipino 
magazine covers, Viola says 
one of the highlights of his 
life was winning the 
Philippines Presidential 
Award in 2004. But that was 
just one of many honours, 
including the Golden Jubilee 
Medal in 2003, an Ontario 
Government volunteer serv¬ 
ice award in 1992, the Melvin 
Jones Fellow, Lions Club’s 
highest order—he was presi¬ 
dent of the NOTL Lions Club 
three times, has been zone 
chairman, regional chair¬ 
man and deputy district gov¬ 
ernor . He was named one of 
20 outstanding Filipinos in 
Canada in 1999. 

For a man of humble 
beginnings who was bom 
into poverty and had to give 


up pre-med studies at uni¬ 
versity because of finances— 
he was able to complete his 
education with a degree in 
medical technology, the field 
where he worked in until his 
retirement from the NOTL 
Hospital in 1994 as technical 
director—he said he was 
honoured to meet so many 
people to whom he was able 
to showcase Niagara-on- 
the-Lake and the Niagara 
Region. Many high-ranking 
officials have invited him to 
spend time with them in the 
Philippines, but although he 
was proud to show them his 
Niagara, when he returns 
home for visits it is to see his 
family, he says. 

His success at election 
time has come from a strong 
sensitivity to people’s opin¬ 
ions, whether or not they 
reflect the same views as his, 
and his desire when conflicts 

Each time he ran for office 
he promised a commitment 
to integrity, honesty and 
dedication without compro¬ 
mise, and says he is proud of 
keeping his promises and his 
continued efforts, some¬ 
times in the face of strong 
opposition, toward co-oper¬ 


ation and consultation, 
rather than confrontation. 

cil, he faced many develop¬ 
ment issues, which while not 
always solved to everyone’s 
satisfaction, were resolved 


with an eye to avoiding cost¬ 
ly Ontario Municipal Board 
hearing and preventing 
unbridled development.

A 60-kilometre 
is nothing 


fighting cancer, or 
trying to find a cure. 


The tears were never far 
from the surface, with no 
control over their ebb and 
flow. Messages and photos 
on T-shirts in front of us, 
snatches of conversations 
behind us, good wishes and 
expressions of gratitude from 
people lining the route beside 
us—it was impossible to for¬ 
get why we were walking. 

Raising $2000 was difficult. 
Walking 60 kilometres was 
not a stroll in the park— 
although we did walk 
through some beautiful 



Toronto parks. 

But our personal chal¬ 
lenges were nothing in the 
face ofwhat surrounded us as 
Karen Skeoch and I took part 
in the Weekend to End 
Women’s Cancer this past 
weekend—the courage of 
survivors who took on the 
trek so that others wouldn’t 


suffer as they had, the grief of 
those walking in memory of 
loved ones who had lost the 
batde, and the unimaginable 
dogged determination of 
those who went the distance 
while battling cancer, some, 
incredibly, even as they knew 
they had lost the fight, their 
bodies weakened but their 
resolve strong. 

We did it, Karen and I, in 
honour and in memory of 
family members and friends. 
We didn't speak much as we 
made our way through the 
streets of Toronto, swept 
along by the thousands we 
were walking with. We had 
lots of time for reflection, to 
think about why we decided 
to walk, those we were walk¬ 
ing for and those who sup- 

I thought often of my 
mother, who would have cel¬ 


ebrated a birthday Saturday 
had she not lost her life to 
breast cancer. I thought about 
how much I enjoy being a 
grandmother, how I look for¬ 
ward to seeing more grand- 
babies brought into the world 
and grow, how much my 
mother missed by being 
denied that stage of her life 
and how much I still miss her. 

Karen thought about the 
women who have been 
friends and positive influ¬ 
ences in her life, women who 
are survivors, who have their 
own stories, and who 
prompted her to walk in cele¬ 
bration of their successes but 
also in hope that others— 
especially our daughters— 
will not have to endure what 
other women have.

We are so grateful to have 
had the experience—blisters 
notwithstanding. 

Karen may spend the week 
in her fuzzy pink slippers, but 
her hurting feet are a 
reminder that as surreal as 
the weekend seems with the 
walk behind us, it was all very 
real—the more than 4,000 
people who walked with us, 
almost $11 million raised, but 
most of all the degree of dev¬ 
astation caused by cancer on 
women who are assaulted by 
it and those who love them. 

Each time we write or read 
about cancer and the many 
fundraisers held to conquer 
it, we are reminded that every 
family has been touched by it 
in someway. We knowit to be 
true, but this weekend we 
were surrounded by it, every 
step we took. 

All who walked did so for 
their own personal reasons. 


yet we were thanked, cheered 
and applauded by the many 
people who lined the streets 
as we made our way through 
their neighbourhoods. It 
brought tears to our eyes that 
others would feel so moved 
by what we were doing—and 
smiles for those who handed 
out treats to help ease the 
pain, everything from healthy 
snacks to cold beer, hot coffee 
and dmbits, and even 
mimosas Sunday morning. 

But the thanks should also 
go to those who supported all 
of us who walked by con¬ 
tributing to research at 
Princess Margaret Hospital- 
research that has already 
made great strides in improv¬ 
ing the quality of life for 
patients as they are treated 
for cancer, and also improv¬ 
ing the outcomes for some 
cancers, although there is still 
such a long way to go. 

This coming weekend 
there is another fundraising 
event with the same goal - 


one that has been undertak¬ 
en every September for the 
last 30 years by those inspired 
by a young Canadian hero 
who was so overcome by the 
suffering he saw as he was 
treated for his own cancer 
that he was determined to 
help find a cure for all can- 

Like many Canadians who 
tracked the progress of Terry 
Fox as he began to cross the 
country, I can picture that 
trademark hop and skip seen 


on daily news clips, that look 
of determination that was 
captured in so many photos, 
and that we see on T-shirts 
celebrating the 30th anniver¬ 
sary of the Marathon of Hope. 

I remember so vividly 
standing on my deck, which 
faced Yonge Street north of 
Toronto, holding my new¬ 
born daughter with my fami¬ 
ly around me as we watched 
Terry make his way toward 
Thunder Bay, not knowing 
that his marathon would 


come to a premature end. 

I also remember my father 
later that day trying to repli¬ 
cate that hop, not in any way 
making light of Terry, but 
rather in amazement at how 
difficult it must have been to 
keep up his grueling pace of 
26 miles a day. It’s one of my 
last happy memories of my 
father—he passed away from 
cancer not long after. 

Around the world, people 
have taken on Terry's 
marathon as their own. It is a 


volunteer-led event, with no 
corporate sponsors or 
fundraising minimums, yet 
has raised an amazing $500 
million for cancer research. 

The five-kilometre NOTL 
run, ride or walk for Terry 
takes place this Sunday, 
beginning in Simcoe Park. 

It’s yet another opportunity 
for those of us who can to 
help, in memory of loved 
ones, to honour Terry, and, 
by our contributions, to be 
part of the cure.

With six houses on display, 
history is sure to be revisited 
with each turn of the comer. 

One home, with recent 
renovations that have just 
seen its final touches, will 
come with rich history, 
including some of the 
home’s original furnishings. 

The Demeath House, at 69 
Prideaux St. has spent the 
last two years going through 
repairs, a fitting quip consid¬ 
ering the home was original¬ 


ly built in 1815 by a doctor, 
Robert Kerr, where he had an 
office and surgery room. 

With its historical feeling, 
the homeowners today, Sam 
and Robin Ridesic have 
added a few modem rooms. 

“They’ve brought this 
house into the 21st century,” 
said Niagara Foundation 
director Brett Sherlock. 

“It never had the incredi¬ 
ble kitchen and family room 
in the back, that’s all addi¬ 
tion.”

“Patience is the only 
thing,” said Felker of keeping 
the historical feel while 
working in today’s world. “I 
think there will be a lot of 
people who are eager to see 
this house.”

housed in the basement 
where the children would 
shower off after a day at the 
beach.

Four and six storey condo¬ 
miniums on Four Mile Creek 
Road, part of the Cannery 
Park proposal, are what peo¬ 
ple who hope to stay in St. 
Davids as they age are look¬ 


ing for, the 20 people who 
attended a public informa¬ 
tion meeting Monday heard. 

With developer Rainer 
Hummel and planner Rick 
Brady on hand to discuss 
and answer questions for 
the public, the vision of the 
development began to 
appear clearer. 

After a brief introduction, 
Hummel and Brady opened 
the floor for questions for 
nearly the entire hour and a 
half time slot they were 
allotted. 

The proposal is for a 360- 
unit residential neighbour¬ 
hood on the former CanGro 
property, including town 
homes, semis and single 


family homes in addition to 
the two condominiums. 

One of the first questions 
was about the proposed 
apartment buildings and 
whether or not they were a 
fit for St. Davids. 

While Hummel has field¬ 
ed concerns about the 
height and size of the apart¬ 
ments, he says he has a 
responsibility to provide all 
types of living for residents 
of the town. 

“We're not interested in 
putting something there that 
the community is not willing 
to buy into," said Hummel. 
“However, there is a desire 
and a need within the com¬ 
munity for that type of hous¬ 


ing - for apartment style 
housing. It’s our responsibil¬ 
ity to accommodate that.” 

After discussions with 
members of the community, 
Hummel deemed the apart¬ 
ments necessary, noting 
that it allows for people to 
stay in St. Davids as they are 
ready to downsize. 

“We discussed at length 
what the present and future 
needs of St. Davids were," 
said Hummel. “One of the 
items that was brought to 
our attention by several peo¬ 
ple was age and place, in 
other words people who 
now had single family 
homes in St. Davids and/or 
larger lots who would prefer 


to stay in St. Davids but were 
looking at having an apart¬ 
ment, and it was asked of us 
at that time to consider 
some type of small scale 
apartment complex on the 
property to accommodate 
those people.” 

Another of the many 
issues that arose was the 
lack of commercial space, 
something Hummel said he 
is aware of but not con¬ 
cerned with. 

“We very closely looked at 
[the space for doctor’s, den¬ 
tist's offices],’’ said Hummel. 
“There is a portion of the 
property that is designed 
exactly for that purpose, an 
office complex.” 


“Commercial can also tear 
the heart out of the village 
and it is my feeling that 
where the commercial heart 
of St. Davids is now is where 
it should stay.” 

Also raised were ques¬ 
tions of the height of roads 
after construction, park 
space, sewage capacity and 
the overall safety of the area, 
especially for children going 

While it appeared some

Dementia is horrible, for 
those who suffer from it and 
for their families. 

Judy Wdlems sees that 
first hand, every day. 

The director of Pleasant 
Manor Retirement Village 
says a significant percent¬ 
age of residents of Heritage 
Place, the long-term care 
portion of the seniors’ 
home, suffer from 
Alzheimer's Disease or 
some other form of demen¬ 
tia—an expected result of 
an aging population. 

“We have every day expe¬ 
riences of the impact of 
Alzheimer's on the individ¬ 
ual and their families,” says 
Willems. 


“This is typical of nursing 
home populations. 

Residents may be physically 
healthy but are unable to 
look after themselves. It 
comes with living longer.” 

Pleasant Manor will hold 
its second Alzheimer’s 
Coffee Break tomorrow, a 
day after the annual 
fundraising and public 
awareness campaign kicks 
off. 

“We know how important 
research is, and we want to 
support the Alzheimer 
Society in their efforts,” says 
Willems. 

Last year, says Corinna 
Visser, therapeutic director, 
Pleasant Manor’s first cof¬ 
fee break raised $300, but 
she hopes to better that 
total, and to entice people 
to join in the fundraising 
efforts, she and other staff 
members will be contribut¬ 
ing home-baked goodies 
they will serve with coffee. 

This will be the 15th 
Annual Coffee Break 
Campaign in Niagara, with 
more than 10,000 coffee 
breaks taking place across 
the country. 


Also organizing a local 
coffee break is Hattie Hills 
of Para-Med, in the Foster 
Wheeler building on 
Glendale. 

Para-Med is a private 
Canadian company that 
provides health care work¬ 
ers to help residents in their 
home, hospital or long term 
care facilities, including 
those who suffer from 
dementia.
